A Long Spoon 


When Herr Hitler received Rumania’s 
Prime Minister and Foreign Secretary at 
Salzburg yesterday Count Ciano also was 
present. MM. Gigurtu and Manbilescu 
went to Germany presumably. :bécause 
they had a peremptory summons from 
Herr Hitler, who, since King Carol’s 
renunciation of the British guarantee of 
his country’s independence, has constituted 
himself protector not only of Rumania, 
but of the whole Balkan peninsula. 
Nobody knows precisely what happened at 
yesterday’s conference. According to the 
German wireless, the subjects of discussion 
were primarily economic; but Count 
Ciano’s presence suggests that politics also 
were on the tapis, particularly in view of 
the fact that the Rumanian Ministers are 
going te Rome as soon as their business’ 
at Salzburg is over, Signor Pellegrino 
Chigi, Italian Minister at Bucharest, is 
flying to Rome in order to attend the 
a talks with the Rumanians; 
and it is becoming increasingly evident 
that important events _are pending. 
Rumania has thrown away her British 
guarantee, for what it was worth. Now 
she has nothing except Germany's good- 
will, Herr Hitler’s principal—indeed, his. 
sole—interest in Rumania is the safe 
guarding ‘ot his. oil and wheat supplies. 
Already ‘King. ‘Carol’s Government has 
confiscated the biggest British oil company 
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but it is evident that, i tin i 
“a 


“Stalin probably has his. ‘own 
plans ‘for the Balkans; but he has been 
keeping his own counsel with consummate 
skill, It must be remembered that, ‘of 
all the South-Eastern European States, 
Bulgaria has the closest ties with Russia. 
King Boris, it is trae, is married to a 
daughter of the King of Italy; but his 
people are decidedly Russophile, and never 
have ceased to hope that the Russians 
would get them back the Dobrudja. While, 
therefore, the Bulgarian Ministers may be 
sufficiently realistic to take their orders 
from Berlin, they will not abandon hope 
of eventual aid from Moscow. Needless 
to say, the gentlemen in the ‘Kremlin are 
not likely to take either the Bulgars or 
the Germans into their confidence in 
regard to their Balkan policy. They will 
keep Herr Hitler guessing as long as 
possible. He entered into his pact with 
the Russians, believing, no doubt, that he 
would be able to get rid of his strange 
associates so soon as they should have 
ceased to be of immediate use to him, 
and while he is negotiating with the 
Rumapnians and the Bulgars his eyes and 
ears are fixed neither on Bucharest nor on 
Sofia, but on Moscow.

The Oriental Menace 


Japan is going at it with full speed. 
The principle of totalitarian government 
has been approved, and we expect that 
within a very brief time the solid founda- 
tions will have been laid. It is very doubt- 
ful whether the rank and file of the 
Japanese people will care. They never 
have been accustomed to democracy in our 
Western sense of the term, and they 
certainly never have had experience of 
Western standards of living. The reasons 
for the change of government are clear. 
For more than three years Japan has been 
engaged in a ruinously expensive war with 
China. She has made remarkable gains 
in the form of supremacy over the most 
important cities of China, but it has been 
evident for well over a year past that the 
burden of war economy weighs heavily 
upon the people at large. Patriotic as the 
Japanese people are, and thoroughly 
inured as they are to frugal living in 
time of peace, and to positive hardship 
for the sake of their nation’s glory, there 
have been murmurs of discontent. The 
people’s complaints do not get into the 
national newspapers, but dozens of foreign 
correspondents have borne witness to their 
existence and growth. The so-called 
‘“‘liberal’’ parties, while they have not 
dared to make an open attack upon the 
Government, have been lukewarm about 
the war in China; they have hinted more 
than ohce that Japan ought to be satisfied 
with what she has got. Such doctrine 
does not please the generals, They wish to 
prosecute the Chinese war until China has 


challenge the might of Great Britain and 
the United States in the Pacific; but they 
lack the necessary resources, and they 
cannot afford to run the risk of open dis- 
content among the people. While even a 
vestige of democracy remains in the 
Japanese Constitution, the war party feels 
itself uncomfortable. The generals desire 
a Constitution under which they can tax 
the people to the last grain of rice—a 
Constitution under which the people dare 
not grumble. Already they have driven 
every Minister of moderate views out of 
the Cabinet, and the resulting cabal. is 
hardly more than a mouthpiece for the 
High Command. ‘To-morrow the Govern 
ment and the High Command will take 
counsel together before ‘they decide 
what the next step will be. It is said 
that “virtual agreement of views” has 
been reached. Presumably, a detailed 
announcement will be made during the 
week-end, when the people of Japan will 
learn their fate, and the world will be 
acquainted with the war party's im- 
perialistic ambitions. 

According to the official news agency 
at Tokyo, the new national. policy will 
include four points, The © national 
‘‘ defences ’’—what a mockery the word is! 
—must be strengthened. Their reinforce- 
ment will demand heavy outlays of

Communal Meals 


Communal feeding has been tried out at 
a community centre in West London, and 
after a week of trials carried out almost 
in secret it has proved a success. The ex- 
periment has been conducted by experi- 
enced women caterers, all volunteers, who, 
should the scheme be fully exploited, will 
have to provide for the occupants of 1,000 
flats housing 2,000 adults and 3,000 
children. During the week a total of 2, 300 
meals was served, and on the opening 
(Monday) there were 60 ‘customers, a 
Tuesday 90, on Friday 260, while on Batur- 
day all the food was sold out, and would- 
be customers had to be turned away. The 
menus were chosen by a mothers' com- 
mittee of eight, and the most popular dish 
in the neighbourhood—fish and chips— 
was unanimously rejected. A typical meal 
was stewed steak, carrots, new potatoes. 
dumpling and gravy, and for this adults 
were charged 6d. and children 44d.

Men Missing 


EBssses announcements made by the British Admiralty last 

night show that, as the result of the sinking of two large 
iransports—one French and the other British—3,175 persons have 
been drowned or are missing. . 


The British transport—formerly the Lancastria, of the Cunard- 
White Star Line—was a ship of 16,243 tons, whose home port in 
peace time was. Liverpool. 

On June 17 last the liner was at St. Nazaire, assisting in the 
evacuation of British troops and refugees from France. As she was 


about to sail for England with 5,300 on board: German bombers 
flew over and attacked her. 


Of the three bombs that hit the transport, one fell down the 
liner’s funnel, blowing up the engine-room, and the vessel began to 
eink. | 

There was no excitement on board as the boats were lowered, 


but the ship sank so quickly that hundreds had to jump into the sea, 
where large numbers of them perished. 


Small craft in the harbour and naval vessels saved many of the 
2.477 survivors, and it is thought that others, who were able to 
swim ashore, may now be in the hands of the Germans. 


Great heroism was. displayed by the soldiers on the. sinking 
ship, and some of them were singing when the Lancastria dis- 
appeared. 


The French liner Meknes had on board 1,200 French officers 
and men, who were being repatriated, when she sailed from 
Southampton on Wednesday for Marseilles. 


She was torpedoed on the journey by what is described as a 
German armed motor-boat, and 350 of those on board are missing. 


Yesterday nearly 1,000 survivors, fifteen of whom were 
scriously injured, were landed at a British port.

LANCASTRIA 


GREAT HEROISM SHOWN 
BY MEN 


The Lancastria had just completed embark- 
“ing personnel for evacuation at St. Nazaire. 
After half an hour's ineffectual attacks by 
aircraft she was hit by a salvo of bombs, 
and immediately took a heavy list, which 
severely hampered the launching of the ship’s 
lifeboats. 

She capsized and finally sank within half 
an hour of being struck. The majority of 
the survivors were picked up by small craft, 
which were engaged in ferrying other 
personnel from the docks to troopships. 

Some, however, managed to swim and wade 
ashore in the shallow water. 

It is estimated that some 5,500 were on 
board at the time she sank, including a 
number of women and children refugees. 


THE SURVIVORS 

Nearly 2,500 are known to have been saved 
—and more may be in German hands—from a 
total of 5,300 aboard the transport. 

The Lancastria was about to weigh anchor 
when the German bombers launched their 
attack, After half an hour’s ineffectual bomb- 
ing she was hit by a salvo, took on a heavy 
list, capsized and sank, As the ship went 
down soldiers sang “Roll out the barrel’’ and 
‘There'll always an England.’’ 

Women and children evacuees, of which 
there were a number in the ship, jumped 
overboard—the heavy list hampering the 
launching of the lifeboats. 


NIGHTMARE SCENE

OFFICER’S DESCRIPTION 


An officer of the Royal Engineers who 
was waiting on the quay to go on board the 
Lancastria when the transport was sunk gave 
a graphic account of the scene.

ARMY SISTERS’ ESCAPE 


Survivors’ stories paint pictures of heroism 
and coolness in the face of disaster. 

Two Church Army Spes told a reporter 
that they were taken dhoard the Lancastria 
after a dash for the coast in a military convoy 
which was attacked five times by German 
planes. They were Sisters root and 
Chamley, and they told.a reporter: “ We 
were in the bathroom and through the open 
porthole saw a black cloud in the sky moving 
very fast. It turned out to be five or six 
aeroplanes, which as soon as they were over 
the ship released bombs. We rushed on deck 
and, hearing the order ‘Women and children 
first,’ got into a lifeboat, while men were 
sliding into the sea by ropes and others leapt 
overboard, 

“The German ‘planes swept down.

‘Twenty-five men were hanging like grim 
death to a piece of wood which was too smal] 
to float, but none of them would let, go. As 
our boat moved away from the side of the 
ship soldiers watching through a porthole saw 
that we were wearing our lifebelts. The 
shouted—‘ Give us a chance,’ and we too 
off the belts and flung them into the sea. The 
soldiers jumped in after them. 

“Two old Belgians and a little boy were 
in. the water. The child was saying his 
rayers, while the adults encouraged him to 
eep afloat. They were saved. We threw our | 
oars overboard and saw R.A.F. "planes ar- / 
rive and drop a number of lifebelts. We our- 
selves were finally picked up by a French 


trawler.”’ 
NO PANIC 


Major Frank Golightly, a Durham County 
member of the Salvation Army, told a re- 
porter that, in addition to a large number of 
troops, there were women of the Church 
Army and Y.M.C.A., as well as civilian re- 
fugees, on hoard. 

“There was no panic,” he said. 

“I had lost all my kit, as well as £600, 
most. of which was surplus helonging to the 
Salvation Army,”’ he added. 


R.A.F, MEN TRAPPED 


A member of the crew said: ‘ Beneath 
where 1 had been sitting I know there were 
at least 200 R.A.F. men, and they must have 
been lost. y just hadn’t a chance. Their 
means of pe was cut off, and I heard the 
terrible sound of their cries as I scrambled 
away to safety.”

The only indication of the purpose of these 
talks. vouchsafed on the German wireless is 
that their theme will be economic. This 
would seem to imply that Germany is seeking 
the co-ordination of trade relations between 
the various Balkan States, so as to assure 
improved mutual relations and a better supply 
of vital foodstuffs and raw material, particu- 
larly oil, for the Axis partners. 

The suggestion that Germany will seize this 
moment to embark upon a far-reaching project 
of territorial revision seems hardly warranted 
either by the general situation or the par- 
ticular outlook in the Balkans, writes 
teuter’s Diplomatic Correspondent. 

It is easy in theory to carve up Rumania, 
so as to satisfy Hungary on the one hand and 
Bulgaria on the other; but it must not be 
forgotten that the present Rumanian Govern- 
ment is trymg:to-align its policy with the 
Axis, and would seem to be entirely subser- 
vient to Berlin. Besides, there is an impon-

RUSSIA’S INTEREST 

Up to the present there has not been the 
slightest glimmer of light as to what is the 
feeling of Moscow toward these fanciful solu- 
tions of Balkan revisionist claims. It must 
be assumed that Russia has a very direct 
interest in all these probiems. It is obvious, 
however, that Hungary and Bulgaria will 
have to be mollified by some assurances

BIG INCREASE IN STORE 
CATTLE AND PIGS

There is an estimated increase of 258,700 
acres under corn crops, ánd an increase of 
95,400 acres under root crops in Eire this 
year, according to the Agricultural Statistics 
for June, 1940, issued by the Department of 
Industry and Commerce. These figures 
reveal an estimated increase in tillage of 
552,100 acres. 

Acreages under various crops on June Sth 
last were (last year’s figures one in paren- 
theses) :—Wheat, 309, 255,500); oats, 
681,900 (536, 700) ; “cre 158,100 (73,800) ; 
potatoes, 366,300 (317,200); turnips, 149,600 
(141,400) ; mangels, 95,700 (85, 500).

Decreases are recorded in the number of 
live stock, which is down by 26,100, and in 
the number of sheep, which is "9, 280 lower 
than in June, 1939.
